Moslem women must avoid anything in the nature of 
clothes for which they will surely be called to account in 
the other world. We men must explain to our wives and 
daughters that by adopting such [that is, European] 
attire their conduct is immoral and contrary to the sacred 
law Hence, the penal law above cited had been passed, 
and ‘‘ consequently let Turkish women take care that they 
wear the veil in accordance with the sacred law, and heads 
of families be on the watch to uphold national morality
